Ho spoke of 
the government witnesses as spies, charg- 
ed the government attorneys with mu- 
tilating the evidence, denounced Judge 
Porter as a vain, as controlled by passion, 
as prostituting his talents for money to 
hang an insane man, and, last of all warn- 
ed them to beware of "Jnugo Porter's 
bony finger and theatrical raana."

Tea, Coffee and Chocolate. 


The editor of Science thus discusses 


the value and effects of tho above bev- 
erages : "Chocolate," he says, "from 
its large proportion of albumen, is the 
most nutritive beverage, but, at the same 
time, from its quantity of fut, tho most 
difficult to digest, its aromatic sub- 
stances, however, strengthen tho diges- 
tion. A cup of ch'pcolato is an excellent 
restorative and invigorating refreshment 
even for weak persons, provided their 
digestive organs are not too delicate. 
Cardinal Richelieu attributed t» choco- 
late his health and hilarity during his 
later years. Tea and coffee clo not oft'ord 
this advantage. 
Albumen in tea leaves 


and legumiu in coffee berries are repre- 
sented in very scantv proportions. The 
praise of tea and coffee as nutritive sub- 
stances is, therefore, hardly warranted. 
Tea and coffee, though of themselves not 
difficult of digestion, tend to disturb tho 
digestion of bituminous substances by 
precipitating them . from their dissolved 
state. Milk, therefore, if .mixed with 
tea or coffee, is more difficult of diges- 
tion than if token alone, and coffee alone 
without cream produces digestion after 
dinner by increasing tho secretion of the 
dissolving juices. The volatile oil of 
coffee and the empyreumatic and aro- 
matic matters of chocolate accelerate the 
circulation, which, on the other hand, is 
calmed by tea. Tea and coffee both 
excite the activity of tho brain and 
nerves. Tea, it is said, increases the 
power of digesting the impressions we 
have received, creates a thorough medi- 
tation, and, in spite of the movements of 
thoughts, permits tU.e attention to be 
fixed upon a certain subject. On tho 
other hand, if tea is taken in excess it 
causes an increased irritability of the 
nerves, characterized by sleeplessness. 
with a general feeling of restlessness ami 
trembling of the limba. Ooft'ee also, if 
taken in excess, produces sleeplessness 
and many baneful effects very similar to 
those arising from tea-drinking. 
Coffee, 


Tiowover, produces a greater excitement 
and a sensation of restlessness and heat 
ensues. For throwing off this condition 
fresh air is the best antidote;"

PATENTS. 


The Formalities lo lie Gone Through 


Before Obtaining n Patent. 


Familiar as the results of the work o) 


the Patent Office arc to tho majority oi 
us, there are many who do not under- 
stand tho modus operand! of getting n 
patent. The Government has wisely 
made the procuring of patents not only 
cheap, but, always supposing the appli- 
cant lias something new, excessively 
easy. An inventor is not required in 
this country, as ho is in some of tho 
European states, to become acquainted 
with mysteries alongside of which those 
of Eleusis were child's play; nor is ho 
constantly encountering vexatious tech- 
nicalities which "give him pause.' 
Given the invention, which must I 
"new and useful," the Government re- 
quires tho inventor to file a petition for 
the patent; an oath that he is, as far u< 
he knows, the original inventor; specifi 
cations containing a full and very clear 
description of liis invention, such a de 
scription, in the words of tho Rules o 
Practice of tho Patent Office, "as wil 
enable others skilled in the art to whicl 
it pertains to make and use tho samo ; 
drawings which show clearly tho ma 
chinery, if machinery it bo ; and, when 
it is practicable, a model which can b< 
worked. 


Tho tests applied by the Examiners 


of the Patent Office as to the newness o 
an invention are very severe. Not only 
is it compared with the many thousand 
of patents granted in tliis country, it has 
to stand a comparison with all of the 
known inventions of other countries 
The Patent-Office reports of all Govern 
ments that issue such a publication arc 
searched. If the invention stands these 
tests it is then examined a? to its useful 
ness. Tho last of these is seldom made 
by an examiner, for tho simple reasoi 
that applications arc not often put in fo 
things which would bo of no use nt all 
Patents, however, are often refused foi 
machines prejudicial to public morals 
as, for example, gambling contrivances 


The invention having boon perfected 


the specifications have to be written out 
These must contain a description of tin 
invention, clear, full and expressed in th. 
plainest possible manner. 


The specifications having been writ 


ten, the drawings have to be mode. Th 
office requires that they shall be of uni 
form size, ten by fifteen inches, mod 
upon stiff calendered paper, and that al 
lines shall be clear and absolutely black 
There is an excessively good rule now in 
operation in tho Patent Office. In case 
where new drawings are required, 
to technical errors in those first sent 
tho imperfect ones are sent to the exam 
iners, in order that there shall be no de 
lay in the examination. We think i 
would be well for tho Commissioner t* 
extend this rule to the point of not re 
quiring new drawings from applicant 
unless the patent is to bo granted. As 
things are now tho office makes new 
drawings at actual cost. It maintains 
largo staff of draughtsmen for the con 
venience o£ inventors, and in this, as in 
everything else connected with its work 
ings, shows itself animated by a spirit o 
great liberality and a desire to mak 
everything as easy as possible for Ih 
applicant. The demand, then, for th 
fees for new drawing^ when the paten 
is ultimately refused is one which is no 
in consonance with tho spirit in whic 
tho institution is carried on, and is ot'te 
a severe tax on the inventor. As the ox 
animation into the application can tak 
place with the old drawings, and unde 
the present rule doos take place, th 
work of the office would not be iujurec 
by the proposed extension. With th 
various papers the applicant is requirec 
to send in a model, when one is practi 
cable. This model must not exceed on

His agents 
penetrated the seclusion of the highest 
circles of Russian society and made con- 
verts everywhere, but chiefly in the uni- 
versities. 
Hip influence continued un- 


til 1848. 
He died in Switzerland a few 


yeare since an exile on whose head a 
price had been set for half a century. 


Societies under various names sprunir 


up, all having Horizon's views as tlu-ir 
fundamental doctrine. The chief of them. 
was the "Society of Young Bussia." 
They went further than Hertzen, and in

But this 
mattered little, because their views had 
gained so strong a hold upon the Biw 
sian mind that loaders were unnecessary 
In June, 1872, the Czar issued a ukase 
giving power to tho Minister of the In 
terior to punish any undue freedom o. 
the press, and since that time there has 
been an unceasing round of persecution 
In tho midst of it all, however, the doc 
tripes of the revolutionists have been 
gaining steadily, until they have honey- 
combed the Russian empire from end to 
end. 
The r.ame Nihilists was first given 


to them in 1804, in a series of letters bj 
Antovitch, and was immediately adopt- 
ed, and is now universally recognized by 
revolutionists of every grade. 


In 1870 the Nihilists began to take 


decided and important action. 
Young 


men and young ladies, even in the high- 
est ranks of society, dressed themselves 
as peasants and sought menial employ- 
ment, going everywhere and submitting 
to any sacrifice, that they might propa- 
gate their doctrine. 
The ladies have 


been especially efficient 
They cut off 


their long hair, and entered the pro- 
fessions. Some ol them became physi- 
cians, and followed recklessly the exam- 
ples of the men, and they becumu 
equally dangerous to the permanence of 
the empire as the most flagrant among 
the revolutionists. Out of their extreme 
notions of liberty they adopted a form 
of free-love, abrogating the rite of mar- 
riage, and dressing in peculiar forma 
somewhat similar to tho Bloomer cos- 
tume of this country. 


Tho strength of the secret Nihilist 


Government, known as the Society for 
General Freedom, can hardly be overes- 
timated. It has fta follower* in every 
circle of society and in every household. 
Ita organization is marvelously perfect 
and compact, while its mysteries are 
surrounded by th« most awful oaths, 
with immediate death as the penalty for 
their violation. Beside these, there are 
some 14,000,000 of the Starovier (old- 
faith men). 
Those declare the Czar 


and his family to bo agents of the devil. 
They endure every form of persecution, 
and can always be relied upon as thn 
firm friends of the Nihilists. They em- 
ploy agents who go from village to vil- 
lage spreading their doctrine. Tiiey are 
all able to read and write, and among 
them are multitudes of Poles and ex- 
exiles. By the Nihilists and Stnrovieis 
assassination is regarded as a justifiable 
means of ridding the country of tyrants.
